Petitioner, James P. Spears, as Temporary Conservator of the Person and Temporary Co- 
Conservator of the Estate of Britney Jean Spears (“Petitioner” or “Mr. Spears”), respectfully 
presents his Petition for Order Allowing and Authorizing Payment of Replacement Compensation 
to James P. Spears as Conservator of Person and Co-Conservator of Estate for the Period Fobruaty 
1 through March 3 (the “Petition”), as follows: : 


1. Appointment of Temporary Conservator. On February 1, 2008, Petitioner was: 


appointed Temporary Conservator of the Person of Britney Jean Spears (“Britney” or.““Temporary 


Conservatee”). On that same date, the Court also appointed Petitioner, along with Andrew M. 
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Wallet of Hinojosa & Wallet (“Mr. Wallet”), as the Temporary Co-Conservators of Britney’s 
Estate. Letters of Temporary Conservatorship were issued the same day. The Court has extended 
the appointment and the Letters of Temporary Conscrvatorship several times since February 1, 
2008. Most recently, the Court extended the appointment and the Letters of Temporary 
Conservatorship to July 31, 2008. Since their appointment, Mr. Spears has been the duly 
appointed and acting Temporary Conservator of the Person and Mr. Spears and Mr. Wallet have 
been the duly appointment and acting Temporary Co-Conservators of the Estate of Britney. 


2. Appointment of PVP Counsel. On February 1, 2008, the Court appointed Samuel 


D. Ingham I] (“Mr. Ingham”) as the PVP attorney for the Conservatee. As of the date of the 
filing of this Petition, Mr. Ingham has not been discharged as the PVP attorney, and he will be 


served with a copy of this Petition. 


3. Order Approving Compensation after March 3, 2008. As explained at the hearing 
on March 5, 2008, prior to his appointment as Temporary Conservator, Petitioner worked as a 
private chef and caterer, Since his appointment as Temporary Conservator on February 1°, the 
Petitioner has assumed virtually full time care and responsibility for the Conservatee. The 
responsibilitics he has assumed as Conservator, and the needs of the Conservatee, have required 
the Petitioner’s full time attention. As a result, he has been unable to continue to his prior 
employment and he has Jost his source of income which he needs to pay his living expenses. On 
March 5, 2008, Petitioner requested that the Court authorize him to pay himself from the Estate an 
amount that would replace the compensation he would otherwise be receiving and had lost as a 
result of his appointment as Temporary Conservator (“Replacement Compensation”). This Court 
ordered that Mr. Spears shall receive $2,500 on account per week from the Estate, as of March 3, 
2008, without prejudice. 


4. Replacement Compensation Requested. Mr. Spears now requests that the Court 


allow, authorize and direct the Conservators to provide him with Replacement Compensation for 
the period February 1, 2008 through March 3, 2008 in the amount of $2,500.00 per week. A 


description of the services that the Petitioner has performed for the benefit of the Conservatee 
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since is appointment is set forth in the Declaration of James P. Spears, which is filed conditionally 
under seal. In view of the responsibility assumed by the Conservator, the results achieved, the size 
of the Conservatorship Estate, and the benefits to the Temporary Conservatec, the reasonable 
value of the services Petitioner has performed far exceed $2,500 per week. Since his 
appointment, Mr. Spears has taken control of the Conservatee’s personal care and, together with 
Co-Conservator, Andrew Wallet, is putting the Conservtee’s financial and business affairs in 
order. Among other accomplishments, the Conservatee is now enjoying regularly scheduled 


visitations with her children, which she did not have at all at the time of the Petitioner’s 


appointment. 

5. Value of the Conservatorship Estate. The current value of the Estate is currently 
unknown. 

6. Persons Entitled to Notice. The names and addresses of the persons entitled to 


notice of this Petition are attached as Exhibit A. 


7. Request for Special Notice. No request for special notice has been filed. 


WHEREFORE, Petitioner requests that this court make an order as follow: 

1. Allowing and Authorizing the Conservator to pay himself Replacement 
Compensation in the amount of $2,500.00 per week for the period February 1, 2008 through 
March 3, 2008 (a total of $10,000.00) on account; and 


2. For such other and further relief as the court may deem proper.
